REPORT 


OF THE 


Huperintending fehool Committee. 


We present to the inhabitants of Salisbury our first annual 
report under the new school law, of the schools in this town, 
for the year ending March 1, 1887. _ 

The work has been new and required careful examination in 
order that we might act as the law requires and not overstep 
our authority. It seemed to us that we should *‘make haste 
slowly.’’ | 

We looked over the field of work to see what would be re- 
quired of the School Board, and how we could carry out the 
law and arrange our schools so as to give as nearly equal ad- 
vantages to every one as circumstances would permit. 


To have schools in some iocalities and omit them in others, 
requiring some children to go a greater distance to school than 
formerly, seemed a hardship. 

In former times a good number of children could be found in 
each of the old districts. Then the district system was well 
enough. Now we are sorry to find very few children in 
several of the old districts. 

It has been our purpose to take the whole matter into care- 
ful consideration. 

For the sake of the children who remain, and for a wise ex- 
penditure of money, we thought it better to have a less number 
of schools, but more equal in length than formerly. Owing to 
the fact that the town raised no money for schools the past 
year above what the law requires, we could have but two 
terms of school.

Although a few of the children had a greater distance to go 
than formerly to attend school, yet we trust that parents and 
scholars kindly accepted the situation. 

During the past year we have had six schools of two terms 
each, in the following places: South Road, Centre Road, Milis, 
Smith’s Corner, North Road and Raccoon Hill. 

Notwithstanding the School Board have nothing to do with 
building or repairing school-houses,—excepting that they may 
use no more than five per cent. of the school money for re- 
pairs,—yet we consider it our duty to say that several of our 
school-houses are in poor condition. At the Centre a new 
house is much needed. 

The influence of such associations and surroundings as we 
find in and around some of our school-houses, upon the minds 
of our children, are not what they should be. We hope the 
better judgment of the people will prompt them to take the 
needful steps to remedy the evil. 

The teachers in our schools have all had previous experience 
in teaching. ' 

We have succeeded in procuring teachers who have given 
general satisfaction. 

The several terms of schools have been tanght by female 
teachers, excepting the winter term at the South Road and the 
winter term at the Centre Road. 

The first term at the South Road was taught by Morgia A. 
Shaw, and the winter term by Bion E. Gale. 

At the first term there were 36 pupils and at the winter term 
45 pupils. 

The first term was more especially for the younger children. 
The experience and efficiency of the teacher enabled the pupils 
to make commendable advancement. 

The winter term was attended by quite a number of Sider 
pupils. ; 

The general good behavior and diligence of the pupils re-

ceive the just commendation of all who have visited the school. 

The interest manifested by the teacher for the pupils, and 
the mutual good-will between them, with evident studiousness 
on the part of the pupils, has made the school a success. 


CENTRE ROA D—suMMER TERM. 


Miss Mary A. Stevens, teacher. This school is not so far 
advanced us some, but the teacher labored for the ‘welfare of 
her pupils. There was commendable readiness in answering, 
and good improvement was made by most of the scholars. 
Had the teacher been more rigid in government, it would have 
added much to the appearance of the school. Slight mistakes

| WINTER TERM. 

E. C. Currier, teacher. Mr. Currier is a teacher of large 
experience, and his method of teaching is too well-known to 
need any extended remarks from us. At our first visit we 
found a well-regulated and orderly school. At the close there 
was a number absent on account of the condition of the roads, 
but the examination showed that the work of the term was 
characterized by thoroughness and close application of the 
principles taught. ‘The school was satisfactory to. the Board. 
The best of order prevailed through the term. Register perfect. 


MILLS. 


Summer term of nine weeks and winter term of twelve weeks, 
taught by Miss Lizzie B. Rogers. Miss Rogers’ reputation as 
a teacher is too well established to need any words of comment 
here. She is an able teacher and uses sound and_ practical 
methods of imparting instruction. The scholars were thor- 
oughly interested in their various studies, and good advance- 
ment was made. The rhetorical exercises were very interesting. 
The register reports fifty-one visits, which attests to the 
parents’ and citizens’ interest in the school.
